Railway Const ruotluu- 

I&^llie dourse of the debate upon the 
Eailway Reserve, those who advociited 
its continuance laid groat stress upon 
the vastly increased oxpenao of brijig- 
ing the railway through a settled coun- 
try as compared with an unsettled 
country. One speaker said that if tho 
reserve were lifted tho laud would all 
betaken up, and the expense of bring- 
ing-the road through to- Estjuirnnlt 
would be Wo eVormous as to induce the 
Canadian GoTernmeut to seek a termi- 
nus elsewhere. It may bo interesting 
to know what views arc held upon this 
subject by tho "Globe," the organ-in- 
chief of Mr. Mackenzie's Administra- 
tion. In a recent leading article upon 
the aubject of opening a way to Mani- 
to^jj^^he following passages occur: — 

*'*'The fact that it is part ot the an- 
nounced policy of the Government to 
construct a railway at the earliest poss- 
ible period from Lake Superior to 
Manitobai .does not, in tho least.lossen 
tHe importance of ijorfecting tho pre- 
sent means of communication with that 
Province. On the coutrnrj-, the facili- 
ties for constructing the ruilwny, and 
the probabilities of its comiiierciii) suc- 
cess, will all be greatly increased by 
the Bet|le^ent of the country it is to 
traverse.' * * * * * * 
It is deserving of the most energetic 
efforts on the part of tho Government, 
and no pains should be spared to as- 
sist immigration to tho North-west. 
Ever^ man that can handle spade and 
axe, every homestead that rises upon 
the^boiindless prairies that lie await- 
ing the hand of tho husbandman, 
every acre of land brouglit into culti- 
vation, will be an additional assistance 
to the great national enter[)rise wliich 
is ultimately to span the continent." 
••'flow fflDgolarl^ does the position ta- 
ken in cur own little Parliament last 
'week contrast with this. Hor can the 
"Globe's" view be open to possible 
question. Indeed, one experiences no 
little difficulty in understanding how 
men of sound judgment on most mat- 
ters should have fallen into an error so 
palpable. During tho great debate 
which arose in the Canadian House of 
Commons upon the pro])osition to 
build the Pacific Eailway within a do- 
cade, the question of additional ex- 
pense in constructing a lino through 
territory for the most part unsettled 
was especially dwelt upon by the thou 
Opposition. We were always under 
the impression that the belt of land in 
question was sought chielly on accouiii. 
of the vast coal measures it is believed 
to contain, and we do not for a mo- 
ment believe Mr. Mackenzie will d c - 
aire the continuance of the reserve for 
, ikiiway purposes. It is probably just 
as well, however, now that the reserve 
is on, to leave it so until, as the Attor- 
ney-General put it, Mr. Muekeiizio's 
promised delegate can bo heard on the 
subject.

Ho waiitod Iho 
Bill rooomniittod and tin; iUiUMuloil ho 
that the Tnistfl08 siiouKl bo elected by 
tho Board of Education instead of by the 
Teaidenta of tho Lillooet District in which 
the 80I100I ■was located (laughter). Tho 
whola Prorinoa would use.' this school, 
therefore its gfovcrnmeiit was a Provin- 
cial not a District matter. 

Mr. Somlin ropliod that if tho hon. 
gentleman had read tho Bill ho would 
hay.9 seen that tho ^ Trustoos were to bo 
nominaite'd by tlio Crowa. Ha wan as far 
wrong in his geography as he was in hia 
knowledge of the Bill (laughter}. 

Hon.' Mr, Benveu thought the Bill 
ought to be rocnmmitted to enable the 
Trustees to be elected.

The words "ono 
holf" were struck out, thus -making the 
woman liable for the full price of the 
goods. 

Mr. MoOwlghfe m«T8dito strike out tho 
words of a "domestic nature." 

Mr. Robertson thought that to prevent 
misapprolionsion tho clause sliould be 
altered to read "all goods ordered by her- 
self." , , 

Mr. Smithe said that tho object of the 
Bill would then be defeated, .its purpose 
beittg to^oSmpela/(W»a jo/o' td support her 
/amity. If the idea of th6 senior member 
Sot Esq^uimalt provaihul, it would be hot- 
ter to throw out tho B.U. 

Mr. Humphroya saiil the House was 
asked to interferaJjotween husband and 
wifo. Ho hoped that tho Act would bo 
kept as it is. , . 

Mr. BttBster wanted this Bui with- 
drvwn and a Dower Bill introduced in its 
stead. 

Altar .sorao furthor dijcMnsion, Mr. 
Kobartson moved that tho committeo rise 
jtnd report progress in order to enable 
members to understand tl:o Act, the Bill

^ Hon.' Mr. BuDster moved that an bum- 
blo Address bo presented to His Honor 
iho LieatGnant-(>overuor,'pi»yingihat ho 
will ask the Dominion Oovernment" to 
have tranaforrud to tho City of Victoria, 
British Colui>-.bia, all that part of tho 
Inlet East of tho Westerly aide of James' 
Bay Bridge, in said city, to tlie Corpora- 
tit)u of City of Victoria aforoaaiJ, for tho 
purpoBiJ of holding Agricultural and Hor- 
ticnltunii EiUibitions and Fairs. 

The lion, mover urged the importauco 
of tlio motion, wliich would render tho 
pre.sent bridge unnecessary, and bo of 
great benefit to agi-icnltural interests as 
well ascontribute to beautily tho city. 
He might furthor stale that last session 
this proposition went to Committeo and 
waa favorably reported on. 

Mr. Holbroi)k did not wish to oppose 
tho moaiiirc, but thoi.glit that as tho land 
asked for w^us eviileutly tidal land and the 
granting of it would be looked on as an 
ihfripgement of the foroshorn right wliich 
were vestied in tho Crown. IIo thought the 
resolution ought bo worded so as to ask 
tho Djminioa Oovorninent.to oommuni- 
o.ito ^¥ith the Imporial Govornraent on 
tho matter. 

Mr. W'alkem made tho Haino o'ojt'otion 
which ha had already luadcto several nio- 
tionB'Ot'tbis oharaoterduringthis .session, 
Tiz: that it was useless sending addresses 
to Ottawa only to got a polite acknow- 
ledgement of their receipt and that we 
had better rosorvo all such attempts for 
inattoni of greater moment, tlio nature of 
which would compel attention. Tho re- 
marks of Mr. Holbrook had some fpun- 
.datiqn.-but with him tho chief objection 
■'iffas that wo had no right to take ajiray 
tho wutor frontage from those persons 
owning land on tho Bay, at all events not 
. without consulting them on the subject. 
. Ho did not deny that it would bo an im- 
provomout; but tlio House had no power 
to tamper with the rights of tho residents 
of the neighborhood before any such re- 
solution wore passed; he would nlR" liko 
to know if tho Corporation wore willing 
to tiika tho iiooessary action. 

Mr. McCroight nskod for tho resolution 
to be deferred in order to give the city 
momber.i timo to consult with the Cor- 
poration upon the matter. 

Mr. Bunstor consented and it was laid 
over. 

rooRTU ronrroLio.' 
. Mr. Humphreys here moved that, in 
the opinion of this Uou^o, it is oxpodiont 
to abolish tho Ollico known by thu gone- 
rio name of tho Pourth Portfolio. 

In doiupf this tho hon. gentleman dis- 
olainiod 111! intention of casting any ro- 
fleotion \ipoa the abiliiies of the gentle- 
in«n now QlUug (batoiSos, or making any. 



personal objections'' whatever to hini. 
Theol'jeotions were simply that the fourth 
Portfolio was entirely unnecessary, and 
tho country was too heavily taxed to per- 
mit tho creation of Hinecuro oilieos.. He 
contended that tho only use of this fourth 
Portfolio was to strengthen tho Ministry, 
and he did not bulieve in tho prinoiplo of 
bolaloriug up a Qoveruiuent by artilicial 
aids. The strength of an administration 
ought to consist solely in the conhdenoa 
reposed in them by iho''"H6uso of which 
they formed a part, and by the peo()l8 
wlioao creatures in fiict thoy were. Tin* 
attempt to obtain any power which wouhl 
onablo thorn to laugh at tho lloiiso and 
disregard tho wishes of tho public was au 
act of usurpation, and tho experience of 
all bonatriessh^wed'tbat powec, soi . ob- 
tained was almost always used tyranioal- 
ly. In tho English Hou.so of Commons, 
tho ministry formed but a small fraction 
of tiie mombors: but wo wore expected to 
consent to a ministry oontaiiiing ouo-si.'cth 
of tho House. The principle was vicious, 
and he was sure tho oilico was decidedly 
unpopular. He was sorry to say that 
nearly all Governments had atendonoy to 
imagine thoy ctistod for thoir own bonelil 
whereas thoy siiould bo servants of the 
public, whose functions wore tho keeping 
of order and the administration of tlio 
laws, luorely a larger police magistr.u'y 
in short. Ue defied the present Adminis- 
tration to find a paraihd to tho state of 
tilings in this House in any other Colony 
and declared that ho did not thiuk tho 
House could ho said to represent tho feel- 
ings of tho pooplo. (Hoar, hoar.) Ho had 
boon taunted with wishing for a seat in 
tlic Cabinet. He did not wish to imply 
tnat ho was honcater than others, but ho 
could say that ho would never accept a 
soit in any Cabinet, whoso policy was 
not in accoi-daiice with the wish of his 
constituents. He believed that the ma- 
joritv of this House would not come back 
if sent to the country for ro-elcction, and 
declared again that tlie fourth portfolio 
was uunocoisary, unpopular and ought 
to be abolished, but he hud . no . hope that 
the House as at present constituted, would 
support iiim. 

Mr. Walkera, after a humorous survey 
of tho hou. gentleman's address, which ha 
called a volley of rhodoraontade.and dur- 
ing which he was ouco or twice calle l tn 
order and accused by Mr. Humphreys of 
misquoting him, contondod that it 
was easy to got up a cry of expeuso to 
the country; but what were the facts, two 
ollicials had been discharged when this 
portfolio had been created, ono receiv- 
ing Sl'-UO and tho other SHiOO, making to- 
gether 53540, and the work of both those 
goDtlemon was now done by the Hou Fi- 
nance Minister for S35t)>), and in tlio fucj 
of this saving of 910 per annum, t ie 
Government were accused of wasting tho 
revenue of tho country, Hereviowed ii. 
detail all the hon. mover's remarks, and 
defied tho House to deny that the ac- 
counts had been laid before tliom in bjt- 
ter shape and sooner than ever bofore. 
In conulusiou he said that nothing was 
easier than to get up a public meetirgand 
raise a cry for the abolition of tuis or that 
ollico. For hia part he thonght. there were 
constituencies who would be glad to abol- 
ish all tho Borlfoiios. [H'iar from Mr. 
Bunstor. j 

Mr. Walkom — Yos, hoar, hoar, indeed. 
They would abolish the House as well, 
and "rod Ui!0 us to tho priiuitivo condition 
of our Indian fellow subjects. 

Mr. Bunster in secondingthis. resolution 
stated that the Fourth Portfolio had been 
condemned at a meeting of his consti- 
tuents, and he felt compelled by a sense 
of duty to support this motion. He dif- 
fered with the hon. Mr. Walkem as to his 
notions about tho sa>ring in clerks, as be 
was of opinion they had only been shifted 
to another department. More • olerks 
might be required, but not more min- 
isters. One good business man, ho be- 
lieved, could run tlio wliolo m.icliino in a 
small community like this. He hoped 
that the people would see to this them- 
selves at tho ne.xt election. 

Mr McCreight said that his oxporionce 
had convinced hiin that a stronf? G )verii- 
ment wasnoeess try to theoountry.aud th.it 
four inini^tjrs were not too many forthe 
ollicient performance of tho public ser- 
vice. He said ttie hon. iniroducor of 
this measure would change his tuno if be 
were a minister of the Government and 
found himself obliged to curry favor now 
with one member and then with another 
in or<ler to prolong the life of a shaky ad- 
ministration, and that such a state of 
things was not boneticial to tho country. 

Mr. Smithe had opposed the creation 
of this Portfolio 'ast year and had to do 
BO then on his own responsibility; but his 
views had since been endorsed by his :on- 
stituonls ami lio now felt doulily hound 
to oppose it. He hoped that tho present 
incumbent of this ollico would do him 
the justice of believing that ho wa.i not 
actuated by any personal feeling; but ho 
must say thot although ho admittcid the 
necessity for a strong Govern- 
ment, ho thought with the hou. 
mover that its stroiiKth should de- 
Iiond on tlie abilities of itt momliors and 
tho wisdom of tho measuros tliey laid be- 
forotho House, not on tho numbor of its 
members. He considered four ininistiu-s 
certainly too many in a House of ^5 nu ni 
bors. As to theflnancial point, it was nol 
the question at issue, ljut it was certainly 
a great comiiliment to Mr. Armstrong to 
say that ho was doin.g tho work of twi) 
men, and ho thou ^lit, tho statement td- 
niost too good to bo true. For his part 
it would, he thought bo better for the 
country to pay an extra olsrk than to have 
an extra minister to enable a shaky Ad- 
ministration to keep on its logs a litih? 
longer than it otherwise could do. As to 
ono man currying on tho businoss of tho 
country-, it it could bo done, it would pi'r- 
hapa bo better so, for then there would 
be but one man in tlie House, whose 
oonrse would be influenced by monetary 
considenations. 

j\rr. Holbrook approved of tho fourth 
portfolio, because it was hold by a Mini- 
laud mombor, and also that his couslitn- 
outs had told him to support the Oovern- 
niont, and he intended to do it on this oc- 
casion. I, -t i r 

Mr. Jiobortson thought foU;f miriisters; 
nocenaary, but was open to conviclion if 
any ovidonon couKl bo brought forward 
to show that this portfolio could bo abol- 
ished without injury to tho public sor- 
vice. At pro<ont there was none before 
tho House, for bare assertion either in 
this House or at public meetings could 
not bo put against the experience of tho 
Qovorninont, who alone knew the work 
to be done and tho requii omenta of the 
case, and ho thought it would bo much 
bettor to have dealt with tho matter in 
committeo. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven said that in the town 
of Lillooet, at a meeting which he a I- 
dressed last summer, the people express- 
od themselves fully satisfied with the 4th 
portfolio. No i-«solution to ftbolisb the 



•ith portfolio was ever passed at Saanich. 
Ho was there and denied the truth of the 
OoLO.visx's report in this respect. The 
goutleuian who held the -Ith portfolio was 
also Clerk of the Exeoutivo Council, and 
ho had discharged his'duties satisfactori- 
ly. He claimed that n majority of this 
House i)roi)t!rly reproaented tho country, 
and that the country would a.yuin return 
them to this House. Tho hon. mover of 
tins resolution had claimed that all tho 
lionoaty in thu House was concentrated 
ill himself. 

Mr. Humphreys demanded . that the 
lion, gentleman should quote his words. 

Hon. Mr. Beavou— Your words would 
boar that inference. 

Mr. Humphreys — I deniaml that the 
hou. meiuber shall state what I did say, 
uot what I did not say. 

Hon. Mr. Boaven— I Said that tho words 
would bear that inference. 

Hon. Mr. Bunstor rose to a question 
of privilege. Tho Hon. Chief Commis- 
sioner had stati'd that what ho (Mr. Buns- 
ter) had said about tho Baauich meeting 
wss untruo. 

Hou. Mr. Boaven— I said no such reso- 
lution was passed. 

Hon. Mr. Bunster— The meeting not 
only censured the 4th portfolio, but it 
censured iMr. Boaven and tho Govorn- 
uiLuit; and if tho lion, gentleman will 
challengo mo again, another moetiug will 
couburo him again. Not only was I pre- 
sent at that meeting, but other members 
of this House and gentlemen now in tho 
gallery were present and know that those 
resolutions were passed with only one or 
two dissenting voices. I wished to spare 
tho feelings of the lion, gentleman whon 
I road the resolution at lirst; but I now 
give him the beuolit of tho entire rc-iolu- 
tioii. 

Mr. Mara moved the roforoneo of tho 
resolution to a Select Committee. If the 

Government can show that the oflice is 
necessary, the House will bo in a proper 
position to discuss tho vote intellinontly 
whon .the Estimates coma before the 
House. 

Mr. Itobsou ncconded tho amendment 
as the best mode of dealing with the sub- 



and tho ballot resulted as follows: Ash

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Hon. Mr. Walkem said if thoro was no 

necessity for the officer the Government 
did uot want him- Ha would favor the 

amendment. 

Mr. Humphreys would acco[)t a com- 
mittee, but it should have po.ver, and no 
member who had spoken against tho Bill 
could be a member of the Uommittee. 

Mr. Robertson said that this very stop 
was taken in tho British House of Com- 
mons last year with respeot'to- the ollico 
of Secretary of State. 

Hou. Mr. Walkom would willingly re- 
tire from the Coiiiuiittea. 

Mr. Barnston found that every member 
of this Houso seemed to look at this ques- 
tion through tho eyes of his constituents 
and went for or a;,Miiist it as they desired; 
but ho (Mr. Barniton) coniplaiuod that 
there was 110 Minister of Miuos That 
interest was not now ronreaeutod in tho 
C.ibinet, and if the nialter was referred to 
a Select Committee that Committee should 
have tho power to inquire into tho advis- 
al>iiity of connecting the duty of looking 
after tho mining interests with tho duties 
of one of the present Ministers. Ho did 
not refer to gold mining alone, but to sil- 
ver, copper and other ores. So far i\s he 
w.is concerned, he should oppose tho re- 
ference to a Select Committee of any re- 
solution having for its object the reduc- 
tion of the Ministers. 

Mr. Booth favored a Select Committeo, 
and held that the popular clamor against 
the Fourth .Minister was carried by niis- 
lopresoutation. 

Mr. Suiillie attacked tho composition 
of the Committeo— all but one of whom 
spoke last session iti favor of the creation 
of tho Fourth Portfolio. Ho should bo 
glad, indeed, if this fourth Minister were 
to 1)0 continued that the word ' Agricul- 
ture" should be droppe.l fr<jm his title 
and t!iat of •■.Mm'es" substituted. Mr. 
Armstrong had been of no uso whatever 
to the agricultural interests. Perhaps 
h 3 would shine us a Minister of Mines. 
[Cheers and laughter.] 

Hon. Mr. Armstrong, who seemed some 
what e.'ccited, retorted tluvt he knew more 
aliout a.ijriciilturo tlian tho hon. gentle- 
man. Why, he bad been brought U|) on 
a farm [cboorsj. The first 23 yenr.s 
of bis life bad been passed on a farm, 
doiii^j.ev 'i ything th(it a,farmer could do. 
l1 ui-hti rj". He' knew all about farm- 
ing; but it was dillieult to bo useful to 
agricnitnralists in this Province. [Mr. 
jiunstor — Hoar.] Ho had actually sent 
circulars and forms to every man whose 
u inio ho could get hold of in every dis- 
trict, asking for information. He lud 
paid the postage on those circulars and 
euclosid stamps to pay for the reply 
llangntor]. lint what was the result? 
Not one-tenllj of the men applitMl to oren 
took the trouble to reply. | An honorable 
nu'inl or— Did thoy ki:ep the stamps ?— 
lauKliter.J if the farmer wouldn't help 
tbomsilv.-a bow was ho to help them'? Ha 
was tho representative of an agricuUnral 
District, but ho considered the mining 
interests of more iiniiortanco at prcfiont 
and was in favor of a Minister of .Minos 
being app(jiiitod. This Uoverninent jiro- 
posod til help the agrioiilturalists by open- 
ing up roads in every district, ami he 
hoped soon to satisfy tho country that ho 
had dune soroathing for the farmers. 

Mr. Bunstor— What? " ' 

Mr. Armstrong— Not drinking beer 
[LuighterJ. 

Mr. Baii.ster— If you had, perhaps you 
would have done better for the country 
[laughter]. Beiu.irks had b.-on made

"Who shall have bcou instructed with 
in the Proviuco of British Cidumbia in 
the knowledge and practice of law. and 
duly qualitiod to bo called to tho Bar,
